NH E Reflections of Horace, and the Judgments | 
paſt in his Epiſtle to Auguſtus, ſeem'd fo ſea- 
ſonable to the preſent Times, that I could not help 
applying them to the uſe of my own Country. The 
Autho thought | them conſiderable enough to addreſs | 
e 1 his Prince; whom he paints with all the 
| great and good qualities of a Monarch, upon whom 
the Romans depended for the Enereaſe of an Abſolute 
Empire. But to make the Poem entirely Engliſh, I 
was willing to add one or two of thoſe which contri- 
bute to the Happineſs of a Free People, and axe more 
confiſterit. with. the Welfare of © & Tf 1 *. 
This Epiſtle will ſhow the learned World to have 
fallen into Two miſtakes; one, that Auguſtus was a 
Patron of Poets in general; whereas he not only pro- 
Hibited all but the Beſt Writers to name him, but 
recommended that Care even to the Civil Magiſtrate:

Who has not 
heard how Milton flew Salmaſius? and how, Charles the 
firſt tho? a king, yet with equal arms, gave the death's 
wound to Henderſon? In our own times, Locke flew 
Biſhop Stillingfleet ; and ſtill later, Clarke, without a - 
cient reaſon, diſpatched the philoſopher Leibnitz. The 
laſt, yet not the leaſt conſiderable of theſe ſcenes of blood 
was the fall of Pope under the conquering hand of Cibber: 
for truly, I regard it in no leſs a light than a clear victory 
obtained by Proſe over Poetry. 1 | | 
I jaſt before took notice of one difference in this ſpecies 
of Murder from all others, that we have not obſerved it 
to be purſued either by divine or civil juſtice : There is 
yet another, which is, that theſe Murders walk the toqun, 
to uſe Milton's expreſſion, without even the flender attend- 
_ "ance of a Ghof, It is true, that this ſingularity ſeems 
but the conſequence of the other; for when neither di- 
vine nor civil juſtice will take notice of the crime, of what 
uſe is a Ghoſt? who has ever been underſtood as a har- 
binger to quicken the reſentment of the one, and to de- 
nounce the coming vengeance of the other. In a word, 
all theſe unhappy Victims of literary rage, for ought I 
could ever learn, may be truly ſaid to have given up the

of Philoſophy. Not Banquo's Ghoſt, 3 
« With twenty mortal murders on his Crown,” _ 
could more affray the bloody-minded Macbeth, than dill 
this return of his Rival, our victorious Prince of Verona, 
ſo unexpectedly puſbed again from his flool of Science. 
Another inſtance was nearer home. The learned Bicker- 
ſtaffe had foretold the death of Partridge the Almanac- 
maker ; who deceaſed accordingly : But having been long 
well with the Stars, he was allowed, and accordingly 
took the advantage of coming back with them, in their 
annual revolutions, to life: tho' in a very ill humour, as 
you may well think, with his murderer. But it was oy 
edifying to ſee with what temper this fare Scholar, this 
ſquire Bickerſtaffe bore the ſeeming impeachment of his 
art, under all the inſults of an incenſed Philomath, dou- 
ble-dipt both in Styx and Lethe. He anſwered none of 
his unpolite cavils ; but, with great meekneſs, endeavoured 
to account philoſophically for ſo odd a phznomenon as 
the poſt exiſtence of an Almanac maker.
